The Free Silver Men Control the State 
Convention—Montana 
Democrats 
Declare Their Financial Convictions 
General Political N ew s Gathered In 
Several States. 


Indianapolis, 
Ind., 
June 
22.—The 
free-silver dem ocrats of Indiana pro­ 
pose to show their strength this week. 
Em issaries of the white-m etal move­ 
m ent have been traveling up and down 
the state for three weeks urging every 
representative of the party who be­ 
lieves in “restoring silver to the place 
it occupied prior to 1873” to attend the 
state convention and assist in convert­ 
ing or overpowering the members of 
the party who believe in the single 
gold standard. 
The harvesting of the wheat crop is 
th e only thing that will keep the advo­ 
cates of the movement awTay from the 
convention. 
The advance guard is al­ 
ready here, and the free-silver people 
are largely in the m ajority. 
It looks 
as if the regularly constituted state 
com m ittee, which stands for the pres­ 
s e d gold standard, will have to take a 
back seat. 
Allen W. Clark of Greensburg, the 
chairm an of the state committee form­ 
ed by the free-silver dem ocrats three 
weeks ago, is here. 
He is disposed to 
take 
charge of the convention 
a i­ 
re Torm ents 
and 
r ’ic:h through the 
plans of the free-silver people without 
any consultation with the adm inistra­ 
tion. 
Clark and his committee have al­ 
ready agreed upon a platform , and 
most of the men who are to go on the 
state ticket have been selected. There 
may be a revolt against this free-sil­ 
ver cabal, but it seems probable that 
its plans will be adopted by the dele­ 
gates, most of whom, according to all 
reports, are radical on the question of 
free coinage. 
Chairm an Holt of the regularly ap­ 
pointed state committee said th at his 
com m ittee had not found it necessary 
to do much toward the prelim inary 
work of the convention. 
“The other 
fellows have taken it in hand,” said 
be, “and it looks as if they would run 
things. 
They have already agreed 
upon a platform , I understand.” 
H eretofore It has been the duty of 
th e state committee to prepare a plat­ 
form for presentation to the committee 
on resolutions. The latest figures, those 
made since the election of a few dele­ 
gates to the convention Saturday, in­ 
dicate that the adm inistration wing of 
the party will be represented in the 
convention by 312 of the 1,747 delegates. 
T here is no question that the conven­ 
tion will declare for the coinage of 
silver at the ratio of 16 to I. 
The adm inistration representatives 
of the party have not yet decided 
w hether they shall bolt the conven­ 
tion. 
The sentim ent seems to be in 
favor of allowing each individual to 
follow his conscience. 
It is a foregone 
conclusion th at the delegates elected 
will vote in the national convention in 
favor of a free-coinage plank. 
At the 
feauest ot Gov. M atthews, two or three 
men who are not for free silver may be 
put on the delegation, but they will go 
on w ith the understanding th a t they 
shall lay aside their personal opinions 
and support the sort of a platform the 
m ajority of the democrats in the state 
demand.

E ffect'o n Labor and C apital E xplained B y 
E thical Lecturer. 
In his lecture on “ Evolution” be­ 
fore the Ethical society at Milwaukee 
yesterday morning, M. 
M. Bostwick 
made the following reference to the 
recent 
disturbances in 
that 
city: 
“Take the question of labor and capi­ 
tal, of which we have so lately and 
even now are having in our city a 
striking exainp’e. 
We know full well 
that there are wrongs to right on both 
sides of 
the question. 
The men 
struok in order that right, from their 
standpoint, might be accomplished. 
We had e/ery evidence that their pres­ 
ent condition is in 
many respects 
much worse than it was when they 
were doing their day’s work and 
drawing their salaries. 
Evidently 
they are, at least at present, the los­ 
ers. 
But the minds of the people are 
bent on solving the problem and eradi­ 
cate the wrong—for wrong there is on 
both sides. The strife and disturbance 
may quiet for a time, but only for a short 
time 
Earnest thought is at work. 
Out of toe struggle to place them­ 
selves above want and the possibility 
of it, in which man is engaged, will 
surely come the brighter day. In now 
direetions and under new ideals life 
will expand. 
The worship of wealth 
which is so absorbing today is but 
the expression of the fear of want and 
a desire to live a happier life. 
When 
th® passing of this fear will come a de­ 
clining admiration for wealth, self- 
seeking will diminish and the desire 
for the good of others will increase. 
Would-be reformers may fail in the 
regeneration of man by some social or 
economic scheme, but the ideal strived 
for may live and in time be realized. 
Most reformers seem to forget that 
poverty, although one of the funda­ 
mental 
factors 
in 
the 
produc­ 
tion 
of 
vice, 
misery 
and 
crime, 
is 
not 
the 
only 
one 
to 
con­ 
tend 
with* 
for 
human nature 
is 
governed by the far reaching biologic­ 
al and psychological laws, not readily 
set aside. 
The laws of nature operate 
as inexorably in the social aud econ­ 
omic world as in the physical, indeed 
more so. 
Nations and communities 
that violate natural laws in money af­ 
fairs or business, suffer as surely 
bb 
does the glutton or the drunkard. The 
idea, then, that the present condition 
of things could be done away will) by 
drastic measures taken to change man’s 
environment, and that poverty, crime 
and competition could all be* wifed 
out at the same time by such means, 
is most fallacious, for the moral and 
mental character of men with respect 
to each other, is the chief factor ’n 
the problem. You may have ideal gov­ 
ernment and social institutions, but if 
the people who live under these laws 
have not the intelligence to under­ 
stand or the moral integrity to live up 
to them, of what value are they?”

First Principle of It. 
How few persons there are who really 
know how to make a bed well! 
Out of IOO housemaids ninety-nine 
will throw the bedclothes down over 
the foot of the bed, and then 
throw 
them up again in a few minutes, says 
the Philadelphia Times. 
This 
should never be permitted. 
Every article should be taken off and 
laid separately over a chair and a strong 
current of air should be allowed to cir­ 
culate through the room before the 
clothes are replaced. 
The mattress 
should be turned daily and from end 
to end, as this insures it being worn 
more evenly, and it will not sink in the 
middle, which spoils the looks of any 
bed, no m atter how beautiful its cover. 
The new fashion of steel chain springs 
is a great improvement over the heavy 
old-style spring, which when once taken 
upstairs was bound to remain there a 
Jong time. The careful housewife will 
cover the springs of her bed with linen, 
so that it may be taken off and washed. 
This saves the mattress all chance of 
rust-m arks from 
the 
metal. 
Clean 
newrspapers will answer the same pur­ 
pose. 
It is only the hardiest sleepers who 
ssan enjoy their slumbers when, by a 
scanty supply of sheet, the blanket 
scratches the face and neck. 
Narrow

Good housemaids ara 
quite liable, in placing three blankets 
on a bed, to turn down a great piece, 
giving you six on your shoulders and 
not one sufficiently tucked in on the 
sides.
